The Indian empire—the size of' 
Europe without Russia and with 
a population of 400.000.000— is the 
arsenal of the Orie nt. It’s one of 
the most important military bases 
for our all-out offensive against 
Japan. From 
India 
we

stage the invasion of Burma, to 
open up China to 
the 
outside 
world. India is the base of great 
American 
air 
activities 
which 
are essential to the assault on 
Japan. 
Does that 
picture 
need

touching up to make clear the 
gravity of the position? Famine 
anti political 
bitterness 
would 
make a bad combination if un­ 
principled people should be able 
to capitalize on them for ulter­ 
ior purposes. No wonder Ameri­ 
can m ilitary men in India are 
worried, and no wonder highly 
placed people in the United States 
would give much to see the po­ 
litical crisis eliminated. 
Bengal province with its popu­ 
lation of 60,000.000 is hardest hit 
by the famine. Latest reports in­ 
dicate that last week some 175 
people were dying daily from 
hunger in the great city of Cal­ 
cutta.
